Bower Retires After 30 Years with Schools 


Willard "Bill" Bower, Director of 
Maintenance and Operations for the 
Romulus Community Schools, will re- 
tire on June 30. Bower, who spent five 
years at Ford Motor Company before 
coming tothe districtin 1970, worked as 
a plumbing and electrical specialist until 
being appointed to his current position 
in May of 1983. 

Bower's job involves a wide range 
of duties. 

One of his primary responsibilities 
is the supervision of the district and 
building custodial staff members. 

As the overseer of building mainte- 
nance, he is responsible for plumbing, 
electrical, andheating/cooling systems. 
He was also involved when funds from 
the 1990 bondissue were used to imple- 
menta high-tech regulation system that 
controls the temperature in each build- 
ing from a centrally located computer. 

As the person in charge of custo- 
dial, lunchroom, office, and teaching 
supplies and equipment, Bower estab- 


lished the district's current "stock room” 
practices, including proper procedures 
for processing purchase orders, receiv- 
ing and delivering goods, and generally 
keeping track of an enormous Inventory 
that includes everything from paper to 
polish and computers to calk. 

Inthe area of grounds maintenance, 
he supervises the upkeep of the district's 
property, including athletic fields and 
playground facilities, and is also re- 
sponsible for all maintenance vehicles 
and equipment. 

Most recently, he was at the fore- 
front of the district's successful efforts to 
become Y2K compliant. 

And Bower is also responsible for 
overseeing any setup necessary for 
special events such as concerts, festi- 
vals, and graduations. 

"Over the years, the district has 
consistently received high praise for the

Seven-year-old Girl Saves 
Her Grandmother's Life 


On Monday, June 12, seven-year-old Taekola Comer 
came home from school to find her grandmother passed 
out on her kitchen floor. Taekola tried waking her grand- 
mother without success. She immediately went to the 
phone and dialed 911, but disconnected the call before 
dispatch personnel could talk with her. 

Fortunately, the City of Romulus has an enhanced 
911 system which identifies 911 callers. 

"Dispatcher Scott Mullins immediately called the 
number back and spoke with Taekola," said Executive 
Lieutenant Eric Painter of the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment. "She was able to tell Mullins that her grand- 
mother, Jessie Gates, needed help. 

"Taekola remained very calm during the incident, 
and was able to insure that her grandmother received 
the help she needed." 

Personnel from the City's police and fire depart- 
ments, along with an ambulance from Community 
Emergency Medical Services, responded to Gates' 
Beverly Road address. They found her lying uncon- 
scious. It was discovered that Gates, who has diabetes, 
had slipped into a diabetic coma. She was revived and 
treated at the scene. 

Responding medical personnel believe that if help 
hadn't been summoned when it was, the results could 
have been deadly for Gates. 

Officer Matt Krol was so impressed with Taekola’s 
actions that he has nominated her to receive the police 
department's Citizens Award. O

Policy Analyst for Environmental Protection Agency Comments on Winona, TX 


Editor's note: The following letter 
from William Sanjour, Policy Analyst for 
the Environmental Protection Agency, 
to the Honorable Carol M. Browner, 
EPA administrator, was written May 8, 
1997. Itis reprinted here at the request 
of R.P. Lilly, RECAP (Romulus Environ- 
mentalists Care About People) mem- 
ber, with permission from Mr. Sanjour. 
Dear Ms. Browner: 

In light of the Inspector General's 
recent concern over the inappropriate 
influence of regulated industries on EPA 
decisions, | would like to call to your 
attention a situation which | ran across 
in EPA Region 6. It would appear that 
EPA has bent over backwards to allow 
a hazardous waste facility with a terrible 
record of pollution and violations to con- 
tinue in operation and may even have 
gone so far as to reduce the stringency 
of the standards for protection human 
health and environmental so as to allow 
the facility to expand its operations. 
This has caused considerable suffering 
over many years to the poor and mostly 
black residents living nearby. 

The facility in Winona, Texas is a 
hazardous waste treatment and deep 
well injection operation run by the Ameri- 
can Ecology Environmental Services 
Corp. (AEESC). Several years ago, the 
facility (then known as Gibraltar) re- 
quested a modification to the exemp- 
tion to the land disposal restrictions in 
order to open an additional hazardous 
waste injection well. The request was 
denied by EPA because the cement 
casing around the well failed to cover 
800 feet of the well. Cement casing is 
required over the entire length of a haz- 
ardous waste injection well to prevent 
leakages according to EPA regulations 
cited in 40 CFR section 146.65 (c)(2) & 
(c) (4). 

The facility is regulated, under EPA 
oversight, by the TNRCC (Texas Natu- 
ral Resources Conservation Commis- 
sion). EPA's decision to deny Gibraltar's 
request was based not on the EPA 
regulation but on the TNRCC's regula- 
tion, which at the time was identical to 
the EPA regulation. However, immedi- 
ately after issuing the denial, EPA be- 
gan to work with the TNRCC to weaken 
the TNRCC regulation so as to allowthe 
well to be permitted. Upon re-applica- 
tion by the facility, without any improve- 
ment in the well, EPA granted the ex- 
emption because it now met the re- 
vised, less stringent Texas standard. 
The Agency, while claiming in its deci- 


sion that "drilling mud is not a replace- 
ment for cement” accepted drilling mud 
as a replacement for the missing 800 
feet of cement. 

The law requires that a state pro- 
gram approved by EPAshall be conduct- 
ed in accordance with the federal re- 
quirements (40 CFR section 145.1 (f)). 
Conspiring to reduce the environmental 
protection below the federal standard in 
order to promote business interests may 
be breaking the law and is certainly 
corrupt, immoral and unethical. 

In the public hearing which followed 
EPA's decision, the aroused citizens 
came up with lots of reasons why the 
request should be denied. Among these 
were many challenges to the compe- 
tence and integrity of the plant owners. 
One after another of the citizens gave 
citations of the dreadful environmental 
conditions which had prevailed at the 
plant in the past as well as the bad track 
record of the current owners, AEESC. 
In its final decision, EPAdid notrespond 
to such charges, arguing that EPA did 
not have the authority to consider the 
competence and integrity of the plant 
owner to operate the well. However the 
Same region had recently denied a per- 
mit to another hazardous waste facility 
on that very basis. (In a private conver- 
sation, a Region 6 staff attorney as- 
sured me that the competence of AEESC 
was demonstrated by the fact that they 
filled out their application correctly!) 

This bias in favor of the regulated 
facilities and the contempt for the poor 
and disenfranchised who have the te- 
merity to complain about it, is wide- 
spread among EPA personnel and is 
especially strong in Region 6. 

This plant has been a horror to its 
neighbors for years because of frequent 
emergency evacuations andcomplaints 
of smell, burning eyes, headaches and 
throat ulcers. It has been said that the 
political influence of its owners has kept 
it going despite this. | have been told 
this not only by the neighbors but by 
knowledgeable EPA personnel as well. 
After years of struggle, the community 
no longer believes that the government 
will protect them. Those who can afford 
to have moved away, the poor must 
remain. 

The bond of trust between the pub- 
lic and those charged with protecting 
them, which is necessary in a civil soci- 
ety, has been severed in Winona long 
ago, so that the government has no 
credibility. | have worked with troubled 
communities like Winona for two de- 


cades. | have seen this phenomenon in 
many other communities living in the 
shadow of dangerous facilities for years 
with no help from the authorities. The 
continual stress of living in such an en- 
vironment is itself the well documented 
cause of many ailments. So that even if 
government scientists with their meters 
and their analysis eventually show that 
there is no longer any danger from 
chemical exposure, they are not be- 
lieved. At that stage it is too late. The 
only cure for such a community is its 
extinction or the closure of the facility.

Editor's note: After receiving Mr. 
Sanjour's letter, | spoke with Ruben 
Ochoa, spokesperson for the TNRCC, 
and Phil Dellinger, Chief of the Ground- 
water/Underground Injection Control 
(UIC) Section of EPA Region 6. 
According to Ochoa, there is abso- 
lutely no evidence of any off-site water 


contamination from the Winona facility 
in question. That statement was con- 
firmed by Dellinger, who is also confi- 
dent that the on-site contamination of 
shallow groundwater was not the result 
of deep-well operation. 

Dellinger added that, to the best of 
his knowledge, there has never been a 
case of USDW (underground sources 
of drinking water) contamination from a 
Class | injection well since UIC regula- 
tions have been in effect.

State Should Approve EDS Permit

With its recent (June 9) receipt of a 
wetlands permit from the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality 
(DEQ), Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc. (EDS), has cleared the final 
major hurdle on the road to compliance 
with State requirements for the con- 
struction and operation of a hazardous- 
waste treatment, storage, and disposal 
facility on Citrin Drive in Romulus. DEQ 
Director Russ Harding's decision on the 
project is imminent. 

| believe that Harding should, and 
will, approve the EDS permit, and! have 
three good reasons for doing so. 

First: There is a real need for this 
type of facility. Right now, wastes that 
could be safely injected nearly a mile 
beneath basically impermeable rockare, 
instead, being dumped into our lakes 
and rivers. 

Second: EDS has "bent over back- 
wards" to comply with all reasonable 
suggestions for mitigating the facility's 
impact on the community, and— despite 
years of opportunity to do so — oppo- 
nents have yet to come up with a sub- 
stantive reason to reject the project. 


Third: Given a proposal that's tech- 
nically sound, it would be morally wrong 
to deny EDS its permit because of ob- 
jections raised by politically motivated 
officials or misinformedcitizens. In 1990, 
despite a televised public meeting and 
front-page stories in both local newspa- 
pers, nota whimper was heard from the 
public when EDS first proposeda Romu- 
lus deep-well. In 1993, with every rea- 
son to believe that it was making a 
lawful and uncontested use of its prop- 
erty, EDS spent a fortune to drill a well 
on Wahrman Road. It's a crying shame 
that, seven years, several local election 
campaigns, and untold millions later, 
the company is still jumping through 
hoops for a facility that poses consider- 
ably less risk than businesses already 
operating in ourcommunity, unmolested. 

For all these reasons, we urge Mr. 
Harding to grant EDS its permit. By all 
means, hold EDS to the most stringent 
safety standards — even require the 
payment of a hefty royalty for the privi- 
lege of using our geological and trans- 
portation resources — but allow the com- 
pany to operate a facility that will benefit 
us all in the years to come. U
